I. 

Dental  education  in  Virginia  dates  back  to  1893.  This 
date  marked  the  founding  of  the  University  College  of 
Medicine  which  opened  with  a  dental  department  as  one 
of  its  original  divisions.  The  first  dental  class  of  three 
students  was  graduated  in  1895.  The  Medical  College 
of  Virginia,  founded  as  the  Medical  Department  of  Hamp- 
den-Sydney  College  in  1838,  did  not  inaugurate  a  program 
of  dental  education  until  1897.  In  that  year,  the  first 
dental  class  of  five  was  admitted  and  subsequently 
graduated  in  1900.  When  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
and  the  University  College  of  Medicine  merged  in  1913, 
under  the  name  of  the  former,  their  dental  faculties  and 
student  bodies  were  combined. 

II. 

From  1913  to  1954,  our  school  of  dentistry  was  located 
primarily  in  McGuire  Hall.  This  building  housed  our 
dental  laboratories,  clinics,  and  lecture  rooms.  The  fa- 
cilities of  our  hospital  division  have  always  been  utilized 
for  part  of  the  instruction  in  oral  surgery. 


In  January,  1954,  the  Wood  Memorial  Building  was 
occupied.  It  now  provides  space  for  our  dental  clinics, 
technology  and  research  laboratories,  lecture  and  demon- 
stration rooms,  and  television  studio.  Deemed  ample  in 
1954,  this  building  is  now  wholly  inadequate  for  current 
operations  and  planned  developments  for  the  near  future. 

III. 

For  a  number  of  years,  the  several  basic  science  depart- 
ments have  constituted  a  division  of  the  College  ad- 
ministered by  a  committee  of  all  the  deans  of  the  College 
and  serving  all  schools.  Dr.  Daniel  T.  Watts  is  now 
serving  on  a  full-time  basis  as  dean  of  our  basic  science 
departments  and  school  of  graduate  study.  The  budgets 
of  the  basic  science  departments  are  prorated  to  the 
several  professional  schools  on  the  basis  of  the  number 
of  student  hours  of  instruction  offered  to  the  several 
classes.  The  quality  of  instruction  offered  to  our  dental 
classes  by  the  basic  science  departments  is  of  an  ex- 
traordinarily high  quality,  as  evidenced  by  the  scores 
posted  by  our  students  on  National  Board  Examinations.

In  several  of  our  basic  science  departments,  dentists  with 
advanced  degrees  are  making  contributions  of  immense 


value  to  the  teaching  and  research  efforts  of  these  de- 
partments. 

In  the  clinical  division  of  our  school  of  dentistry,  there 
are  ten  major  departments  as  follows : 

1 .  Oral  Diagnosis  and  Therapeutics 

2.  Oral  Pathology 

3.  Oral  Surgery 

4.  Dental  Materials 

5.  Operative  Dentistry 

6.  Crown  and  Bridge  Prosthodontics 

7.  Denture  Prosthodontics 

8.  Pedodontics 

9.  Orthodontics 
10.  Research 

With  one  exception,  these  major  departments  are 
chaired  by  full-time  career  teachers.  These  departments 
are  staffed  currently  by  28  full-time  career  teachers  sup- 
plemented by  40  practitioners  of  dentistry  who  contribute 
teaching  efforts  on  a  part-time  basis.  Contributions  to  our 
teaching  program  are  also  offered  by  members  of  the 
department  of  legal  medicine,  medicine,  and  surgery  of 
our  school  of  medicine. 

IV. 

Our  undergraduate  dental  enrollment  for  the  current 
session  is  as  follows: 

Freshman  80 

Sophomore  73 

Junior  70 

Senior  75 


In  addition,  eight  dentists  are  enrolled  as  postgraduate 
students  in  orthodontics  and  six  in  oral  surgery.  We  also 
offer  a  postgraduate  program  in  pedodontics  but  did 
not  accept  students  for  this  program  for  the  current 
session. 

V. 

The  National  Institute  of  Dental  Research  supports 
our  graduate  training  program  by  an  annual  grant  of 
$35,000.  This  grant  is  proving  to  be  highly  effective  in 
preparing  dental  graduates  for  careers  in  research  and 
teaching.  Two  graduate  dentists  are  currently  enrolled  in 
our  school  of  graduate  study  and  are  working  toward 
Ph.D.  degrees. 

VI. 

We  view  our  contributions  to  the  profession  through 
courses  in  continuation  education  as  one  of  our  important 
responsibilities.  During  the  last  session,  we  conducted  four 
courses  in  this  realm  of  education.  These  courses  were 
attended  by  97  dentists. 

VII. 

We  have  a  large  curriculum  committee  actively  en- 
gaged in  an  extended  study  of  our  curriculum,  currently 
with  special  reference  to  courses  in  dental  technology 
and  clinical  dentistry.  The  implementation  of  several 
revisions  under  consideration  will  depend  upon  additional 
facilities  related  to  our  new  dental  building. 
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VIII. 

Several  years  ago,  we  inaugurated  a  program  of  train- 
ing undergraduate  dental  students  in  the  effective  utiliza- 
tion of  chairside  assistants.  This  program  is  supported  by 
a  substantial  grant  from  the  United  States  Public  Health 
Service  and  is  designed  to  increase  the  efficiency  and  the 
productivity  of  dental  practitioners.  Under  this  program, 
we  employ  eight  dental  assistants  for  specialized  activities 
in  a  limited  field  of  dental  practice.  Senior  and  junior 
students  are  assigned  a  dental  assistant  for  some  of  their 
clinical  activities.  This  program  is  proving  to  be  very 
impressive,  and  we  look  forward  to  a  substantial  ex- 
pansion in  the  scope  of  this  activity. 

IX. 

Our  research  activities  in  dentistry  are  being  conducted 
in  extensively  equipped  laboratories.  Important  research 
projects  continue  to  be  supported  by  grants  from  the  Na- 
tional Institute  of  Dental  Research.

Our  dental  museum  is  one  of  the  largest  in  this 
country.  Designated  as  the  Harry  Bear  Memorial  Mu- 
seum, it  memorializes  the  late  Dean  Bear  whose  interests 
in  dental  history  and  antiques  sparked  the  development 
of  our  collection  of  antique  dental  equipment,  instruments, 
and  texts.  The  museum  also  contains  an  extensive  collec- 
tion of  skulls,  depicting  the  evolution  of  the  dentition  in 
the  animal  kingdom. 

XI. 

For  several  years,  we  have  felt  that  there  is  a  critical 
need  for  additional  physical  facilities  for  our  school  of 
dentistry.  Detailed  statements  in  support  of  this  con- 
tention were  submitted  to  our  president  and  Board  of 
Visitors,  who  listed  a  second  building  for  our  dental 
school  as  the  number  one  priority  in  MCV's  construction 
program.  Our  State  legislature  during  its  1966  session 
appropriated  $1,766,000  for  an  additional  dental  school 
building.  A  construction  grant  application  for  matching 
funds  was  submitted  to  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service 
and  has  been  approved.  We  are  awaiting  funding  of  this 
construction  grant  so  that  further  progress  may  be  made 
on  plans  and  specifications  leading  to  the  award  of  a 
construction  contract.  It  is  hoped  that  construction  of 
our  second  dental  building  may  begin  during  this  winter. 

In  the  years  that  our  school  of  dentistry  has  occupied 
the  Wood  Memorial  Building,  the  practice  of  dentistry 
and  dental  education  have  experienced  many  dramatic 
developments.  In  a  modern  curriculum,  these  demand 
equipment  and  teaching  technics  not  known  or  available 
a  decade  or  more  ago. 

The  current  "explosion"  in  the  volume  of  knowledge 
and  the  increased  number  of  skills  dictate  that  only  the 
most  effective  educational  devices  should  be  utilized  to 
prepare  our  young  people  for  professional  services  in  the 
realm  of  dental  health  care.  Anything  less  than  this 
cannot  be  justified.  Additional  space  for  our  dental  school 
is  a  critical  need  in  relation  to  recent  developments. 

In  addition  to  general  overcrowding,  we  are  now  con- 
ducting long-term  postgraduate  programs  in  orthodontics.

are  crowded  into  clinics  and  laboratories  designed  and 
occupied  for  undergraduate  instruction.  Both  are  handi- 
capped. The  same  situation  prevails  with  reference  to  our 
continuation  education  courses.  All  of  these  programs 
should  be  expanded  to  meet  more  adequately  the  demands 
related  to  more  and  better  dental  care  for  our  growing 
population  in  Virginia  and  in  the  nation. 

As  an  additional  and  most  important  consideration,  we 
plan  to  establish  training  programs  for  dental  auxiliary 
personnel.  We  look  forward  to  the  inauguration  of  train- 
ing programs  for  dental  hygienists,  dental  assistants,  and 
dental  laboratory  technicians  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 
There  is  a  growing  demand  for  dental  auxiliary  personnel 
toward  which  we  are  not  now  making  a  contribution. 
These  programs  present  several  interesting  aspects;  the 
chief  one  being  that,  by  the  effective  utilization  of  auxiliary 
personnel,  dentists  are  able  to  provide  more  and  better 
service  at  a  lower  unit  overhead  cost.  The  profession 
views  this  as  an  important  consideration  in  avoiding 
undue  increases  in  the  cost  of  dental  care  to  the  public. 
The  increased  productivity  of  dentists  is  also  an  important 
factor  in  our  national  dental  manpower  problem.  The 
proposed  additional  facility  would  include  clinics  es- 
pecially designed  for  training  students  in  the  effective 
utilization  of  auxiliary  dental  personnel. 

XII. 

While  we  are  currently  meeting  all  demands  by  qualified 
students  from  Virginia  for  admission  to  our  school,  this 
situation  will  probably  not  prevail  by  1970.  The  popula- 
tion of  Virginia  is  currently  growing  at  an  annual  rate  of 
2.2%  compounded.  In  terms  of  numbers,  we  are  adding 
approximately  100,000  persons  to  the  Virginia  population 
each  year.  Our  Governor's  office  advises  that  our  popula- 
tion will  probably  increase  25%  in  the  decade  1965- 
1975.  This  growth  in  our  population  will  undoubtedly 
be  accompanied  by  correspondingly  increasing  demands 
for  the  services  of  dentists  and  for  admission  to  dental 
schools. 


On  the  basis  of  a  national  average,  our  Nation's 
population  is  providing  21  entering  dental  school  students 
annually  per  million  people.  Virginia  is  providing  first- 
year  dental  students  annually  only  to  the  extent  of  about 
1 1  per  million.  This  poses  a  problem  which  is  having 
our  attention  in  terms  of  a  dental  student  recruitment 
program.  In  1970,  with  a  projected  population  of  5 
million,  we  should  have  over  100  qualified  Virginia 
students  seeking  admission  to  dental  schools  annually. 
Most  of  these  may  wish  to  enroll  in  our  school,  as  is 
now  the  case.  We  hope,  however,  that  a  few  dental 
students  from  Virginia  may  seek  their  dental  education 
elsewhere  and  that  we  will  continue  to  be  able  to  enroll 
a  corresponding  number  of  dental  students  from  other 
states.  This  is  advisable  for  many  reasons,  some  bearing 
on  the  subject  of  provincialism  in  education. 

XIII. 

A  most  important  consideration  related  to  our  dental 
school  pertains  to  the  dental  manpower  available  to  meet 
the  demands  for  dental  care  by  the  people  of  our  Com- 
monwealth. On  a  national  basis  we  have  a  dentist- 
population  ratio  of  1:1,712 — one  dentist  for  1,712  people. 
This  is  not  deemed  a  good  ratio.  Some  states  have  dentist- 
population  ratios  of  1 : 1,000,  1 : 1,400  and  1 : 1,500.  Metro- 
politan New  York  has  a  ratio  of  1:765.  The  Virginia 
ratio  is  1:2,596. 

The  demand  for  dental  care  is  increasing  for  several 
reasons:  (1)  an  increasing  population,  (2)  improving 
economic  status,  (3)  better  education,  and  (4)  urbaniza- 
tion. All  of  these  factors  prevail  in  Virginia. 

It  is  obvious  that  if  we  are  to  care  for  our  projected 
population  increase  we  must  make  immediate  plans  for 
the  graduation  of  many  additional  dental  practitioners 
for  Virginia  and  neighboring  states.  Projections  have  been 
developed,  and  we  are  looking  forward  to  increasing 
our  entering  class  enrollment  from  80  to  100  students 
in  an  effort  to  meet  the  growing  demand  as  it  develops. 

The  new  second  building  for  our  school  of  dentistry 
will  provide  the  physical  facilities  to  enable  MCV  to 
operate  a  complete  and  adequate  program  covering  all 
phases  of  dental  education.

Harry  Lee  Claud,  M.D. 

Dr.  Harry  Lee  Claud  died  on  De- 
cember 6  at  Doctors  Hospital  where 
he  was  recognized  by  his  friends  and 
associates  for  his  unselfish  service  to 
the  hospital  he  helped  found.  Doctor 
Claud  had  been  a  member  of  the  ex- 
ecutive and  teaching  staff  of  the  hospi- 
tal since  its  opening  in  1939.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
Doctors  Hospital  since  its  inception 
and  supervisor  of  the  staff  throughout 
the  twenty-five  years.  He  served  as 
head  of  the  department  of  surgery 
from  1964  to  September,  1966,  at 
which  time  he  became  emeritus  head 
of  the  department.  For  many  years 
Doctor  Claud  was  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  William 
Mercer  Sprigg  Memorial  Library,  as 
well  as  chairman  of  the  library  com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
Doctors  Hospital.

Wayne  Commission  Studying  RPI-MCV  Merger 


Early  University  Start  Hoped

Edward  A.  Wayne  is  enough  of  a 
realist  to  admit  that  a  major  State-sup- 
ported university  in  the  Richmond  metro- 
politan area  cannot  rise  and  blossom  to 
full  growth  overnight. 

At  the  same  time,  Wayne,  the  chair- 
man of  the  State  study  commission  seek- 
ing ways  to  establish  the  new  university, 
firmly  believes  the  institution's  genesis 
next  year  is  not  only  possible,  but  wholly 
desirable. 

And  he  is  enough  of  an  optimist  to 
believe  the  1968  General  Assembly  can 
go  a  long  way,  without  a  massive  single- 
shot  appropriation,  toward  assembling 
the  comprehensive  education  enterprise 
that  is  a  university. 

In  a  lengthy  interview  last  week, 
Wayne,  who  is  president  of  the  Federal 
Reserve  Bank  of  Richmond,  told  of  his 
early  impressions  of  the  tasks  facing 
university  builders.  He  stressed  the  im- 
pressions were  his.  and  not  necessarily 
those  of  his  15-member  commission, 
which  is  to  issue  a  final  report  to  Gov- 
ernor Mills  E.  Godwin,  Jr.,  by  October 
1.  The  Governor  chose  Wayne  last  May 
to  head  the  study  group. 

"No,"  Wayne  said,  "A  massive  ap- 
propriation request  for  the  first  biennium 
(1968-70)  is  not  expected." 

Richmond  Professional  Institute  and 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  will  be 
suggested  as  integral  components  of  the 
new  university.  The  commission  will  be 
recommending  a  framework  for  the  in- 
stitution, Wayne  said,  and  it  was  his 
"guess"  that  the  Legislature  will  be  asked 
basically  to  take  the  following  steps: 

1.  Act  favorably  on  MCV  and  RPI 
budgetary  requests  for  1968-70  so  physi- 
cal growth  at  the  present  two  locations 
can  continue. 

2.  Authorize  the  employment  of  a  uni- 
versity president  and  other  top  adminis- 
trative officers,  and  approve  an  organiza- 
tional plan  to  join  the  MCV-RPI  re- 
sources. Establish  the  legal  basis  for  the 
new  university. 

3.  Put  enough  money  in  the  gover- 
nor's discretionary  fund  to  acquire  and 
develop  an  adequate  site.  Whether  the 
main  location  should  be  on  an  extension 
of  the  existing  city  campuses,  or  a  third 
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location  in  one  of  the  adjoining  counties 
has  not  yet  been  determined  by  the  com- 
mission, Wayne  said. 

A  proposal  for  a  university  in  the 
Richmond  area  was  one  of  the  main 
recommendations  of  the  Higher  Educa- 
tion Study  Commission,  headed  by  State 
Senator  Lloyd  C.  Bird.  The  Commission 
sought,  and  the  1966  Legislature  author- 
ized, the  study  that  is  under  way. 

"We  are  actually  thinking  in  terms  of 
a  15-year  development,"  Wayne  said,  in 
response  to  questions.  After  a  framework 
jelled  in  the  first  biennium,  later  biennia 
would  bring  more  specific  developments. 

"It  might  be  1980  or  even  1985  before 
the  whole  program  is  carried  out,"  he 
said.  "By  July,  1968,  I  hope  the  General 
Assembly  would  have  created  the  legal 
structure.  This  would  be  an  initial  step. 
I  realize  you  can't  develop  a  strong  un- 
dergraduate program  of  arts  and  sciences 
overnight.    How    long    has    MCV    been

developing  to  its  current  status — 135 
years?  Certainly  the  new  university  won't 
just  happen  overnight." 

But  the  Commission  chairman  made  it 
plain  there  are  unmet  higher  education 
needs  in  Richmond  and  the  State  as  a 
whole  that  demand  prompt  state  action. 

Accordingly,  the  Commission  plans  to 
make  a  preliminary,  non-public  report  to 
Governor  Godwin  by  May  1,  he  said,  so 
the  Commission's  thinking  may  be  taken 
into  account  in  preparation  of  the  budget. 
A  final  public  report  will  be  made  later. 
The  group  has  until  October  1 . 

To  delay  transmitting  the  Commission's 
findings  might  delay  the  university's  be- 
ginning until  1970  and  Wayne  doesn't 
want  to  see  that  happen.  "I'm  persuaded 
this  university  is  one  of  the  most  po- 
tentially productive  things  the  state  could 
do,"  he  commented. 

"If  the  population  projections  are  even 
partially  accurate  for  the  Commonwealth 
and  particularly  the  corridor  from  Wash- 
ington to  Richmond  .  .  .  there  is  a  great 
opportunity  for  an  urban  university  to 
serve  the  burgeoning  urban  growth  of 
Virginia,  and  to  serve  in  a  different  way 
than  the  University  of  Virginia." 

He  said  the  University  of  Virginia  has 
a  unique  and  irreplaceable  role  to  play, 
and  "I'm  a  little  disturbed  when  some 
persons  talk  of  a  new  university  com- 
peting with  the  U.  Va." 

The  banker,  who  also  serves  as  rector 
of  Virginia  State  College  in  Petersburg 
and  who  led  a  recent  fund-raising  drive 
for  the  University  of  Richmond,  placed 
these  as  the  highest  priority  components 
of  the  Richmond  area  university. 

1.  Development  of  a  "strong"  under- 
graduate college  of  arts  and  sciences,  em- 
bracing high-quality  offerings  in  both 
the  humanities  and  science.  This,  he  said. 
is  "the  highest  priority." 

2.  Strengthening  graduate  offerings. 
This  could  include  establishment  of  a 
division  of  health  sciences  at  MCV,  and 
bolstering  graduate  resources  at  RPI- — 
the  School  of  Social  Work,  for  example 
— in  addition  to  adding  new  programs 
where  the  needs  are  shown  to  be  great-

est.  "It  would  be  folly  not  to  seize  upon 
what  we  already  have  and  to  strengthen 
it." 

"In  the  university  there  should  be  an 
area  of  basic  research,  its  purpose  being 
to  add  to  the  sum  total  of  human  knowl- 
edge. You  need  this  to  pull  in  the  out- 
standing scholars.  This  costs  fantastic 
sums  of  money,  but,  in  the  long  run, 
it  is  one  of  the  most  productive  things 
for  a  society." 

3.  Graduate  courses  in  education. 
"There  is  a  crying  need  for  advanced 
study  in  education  itself.  Establishment 
of  the  community  colleges  was  a  magnifi- 
cent step,  but  where  are  we  going  to  get 
the  faculty?  In  secondary  schools  of  the 
area,  a  great  many  teachers  don't  have 
advanced  degrees  and,  from  the  practical 
standpoint,  the  only  way  they  are  going 
to   get  them,   is   while   they're   working. 

"The  need  is  now  to  try  to  staff  the 
community  colleges  and  our  own  sec- 
ondary schools.  While  I  haven't  the  re- 
motest idea  what  the  final  recommenda- 
tions (of  the  Commission)  will  be,  this 
is  my  idea  of  one  of  the  highest  priority 
needs." 

4.  A  wing  of  the  university  to  conduct 
research  of  urban  development  and  ur- 
ban problems.  This  should  include  gradu- 
ate work  in  urban  studies.  University 
scholars  could  come  up  with  objective 
proposals  to  solve  city  problems. 

"Research  could  be  conducted  within 
the  atmosphere  of  a  university  where 
there  is  freedom  of  thought  divorced 
from  the  political  context.  Governmental 
leaders  could  take  the  results  and  use 
them  as  guides." 

Wayne  said  he  had  in  mind  the  "ur- 
ban university  concept — an  institution 
that  is  a  living  part  of  the  city." 

RPI  officials  have  indicated  privately 
their  desire  that  the  university  be  built 
by  greatly  expanding  the  existing  RPI 
campus,  southward  through  the  Mosque- 
Oregon  Hill  area,  rather  than  locating  the 
main  campus  outside  the  city,  as  the  re- 
port of  the  Higher  Education  Study  Com- 
mission in  December,  1965,  suggested. 
The  City  Planning  Commission  has  pre- 
pared a  listing  of  eight  potential  city 
sites,  the  most-favored  one  being  the 
RPI  neighborhood.  Meantime,  officials 
of  Henrico,  Chesterfield,  and  Hanover 
Counties  have  actively  sought  the  uni- 
versity for  their  respective  green  acres. 

Location?  Wayne  chuckled. 

"Everybody  has  ideas  about  that,"  he 
said.   "My  own  observation  is  that  first 
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you  must  determine  the  nature  of  the 
institution  you're  planning.  Do  you  as- 
sume that  the  student  body  will  be  essen- 
tially a  commuting  student  body?  Or  will 
there  be  residence  needs?" 

Actually,  he  said,  the  commission 
hasn't  answered  enough  of  the  questions 
yet  about  the  vital  nature  of  the  uni- 
versity to  decide  on  location.  When  it 
does,  it  will  probably  recommend  only 
the  general  location,  rather  than  specific 
tracts  of  land,  he  added. 

"In  the  end,  there  will  be  a  compro- 
mise between  where  it  ought  to  be  and 
where  it  can  be  put,"  he  joked.  "That's 
a  problem  of  practical  politics  in  which 
I'm  not  prepared  to  engage.' 

Wayne  described  these  current  actions 
the  commission  is  taking  on  the  uni- 
versity proposal: 

— A  subcommittee  headed  by  Commis- 
sion member  Dr.  John  Coli,  vice  presi- 
dent of  the  Fibers  Division  of  Allied 
Chemical  Corp.,  has  been  named  to  sur- 
vey all  of  the  main  industries  in  Central 
Virginia,  as  well  as  other  larger  com- 
mercial concerns,  such  as  Thalhimers  and 
Miller  &  Rhoads. 

The  firms  are  being  asked  what  their 
needs  are  for  bachelor's,  master's,  and 
doctoral  degree  personnel;  if  they're  hav- 
ing staffing  problems,  to  what  degree  and 
what  can  be  done  about  them;  and  if 
they  have  staff  members  with  doctorates 
who  could  contribute  their  talents  to  the 
university. 

— Public  hearings  will  be  arranged 
within  a  few  months  for  groups  or  in- 
dividuals having  proposals  for  programs 
that  should  be  a  part  of  the  university. 


Reunion 

June  2-4, 
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For  example,  "Some  persons  have  sug- 
gested development  of  an  outstanding 
conservatory  of  music  as  part  of  the 
university  and  we  think  they  have  good 
cause.  It's  purely  a  question  of  priority. 
No  urban  area  achieves  balanced  growth 
without  equal  attention  to  cultural  as 
well  as  industrial  needs." 

— A  public  hearing  for  persons  want- 
ing to  suggest  sites  will  also  be  held, 
probably  in  March. 

— Consultation  with  commission  con- 
sultants from  Temple  University  in  Phila- 
delphia will  continue.  A  primary  reason 
Temple  was  chosen,  Wayne  said,  was  that 
it  developed  "piecemeal,  something  like 
RPI." 

— The  State's  division  of  administra- 
tion is  surveying  physical  properties  at 
MCV  and  RPI  for  budgetary  purposes. 
The  life  of  buildings  and  possibility  of 
conversion  to  other  uses  will  be  con- 
sidered, Wayne  said.  Projections  of  stu- 
dent population  are  being  compiled,  also. 

A  state  master  plan  calls  for  a  two-year 
community  college  to  be  established  in 
the  Richmond  area  by  1971.  The  com- 
munity colleges  are  noted  for  helping 
students  with  average,  or  somewhat  be- 
low-average records,  and  this  has  been 
one  of  RPI's  specialties. 

Although  Wayne  said  he  is  "real  proud 
of  what  RPI  is  doing  to  meet  the  need" 
for  large  number  of  students  to  get  into 
college,  the  community  college  should 
relieve  RPI  of  some  quantitative  prob- 
lems and  allow  more  concentration  on 
quality. 

MCV,  Wayne  said,  is  a  "highly  re- 
spected institution"  that  "provides  al- 
ready part  of  the  advanced  research  we're 
talking  about."  He  said  he  expected 
MCV  would  retain  its  basic  name,  per- 
haps to  be  called  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  division  of  the  university.  RPI's 
name  would  likely  be  dropped. 

Naming  the  new  university,  however, 
will  be  an  "emotional  question,"  Wayne 
said,  and  the  commission  hasn't  seriously 
discussed  it  yet.  It'll  have  to  recommend 
one,  though,  he  said. 

"Looking  down  the  road,  I  can  imag- 
ine the  time  when  the  strength  of  the 
community  college  will  be  such  in  the 
first  two  years  of  college  students  might 
be  able  to  concentrate  on  third  and 
fourth  year  programs  and  graduate 
studies.  That  would  apply  not  only  here, 
but  in  Charlottesville." 

However,  Wayne  said  the  Richmond 
university  would  have  to  have  a  four- 
year  program  as  its  core  in  its  initial 
years.

It  is  always  a  pleasure  to  be  able 
to  report  progress.  Two  new,  pro- 
fessionally constructed  Laykold  tennis 
courts  have  been  built  at  the  northwest 
corner  of  the  old  centennial  center 
parking  lot.  Because  of  weather  and 
temperature  conditions,  construction 
has  taken  longer  than  usual;  however, 
they  are  now  seasoning  and  should  be 
ready  for  play  as  soon  as  weather 
permits.  This  constitutes  the  first  step 
in  a  series  to  develop  an  activities 
area. 

Work  is  also  underway  on  the  con- 
version of  the  centennial  center  into 
a  student  activities  building,  with  a 
kitchen  being  added  to  the  east  side. 
The  dining  room  will  be  on  the  ground 
floor  and  the  second  floor  will  have  a 
large  lounge  in  the  center  which  can 
be  changed  into  an  area  for  dancing, 
lectures,  and  movies.  The  inner  walls 
of  this  room  will  be  designed  so  com- 
plete art  exhibits,  as  well  as  paintings 
by  students  and  faculty,  can  be  prop- 
erly shown.  Behind  these  walls  and 
around  the  periphery  of  the  building 
will  be  a  music  listening  room,  paint- 
ing and  poster  room,  TV  viewing 
room,  piano  room,  card  game  room, 
student  government  offices,  student 
publications'  office,  meeting  rooms, 
lockers  for  commuters,  and  storage 
space.  These  facilities  should  be  in 
use  by  the  fall  of  1967  at  the  latest. 
Hopefully,  the  next  development  will 
be  the  beginning  of  gymnasium  and 
physical  fitness  facilities  if  and  when 
money  is  available.
